National Child Labor Committee, a private 
organization concerned chiefly with keeping 
youngsters in school rather than in factories, 
is properly alarmed because efforts are being 
made by misguided legislators in several states 
to weaken rather than strengthen restrictions 
on child labor. 


This is a field of legislative concern largely 
left to stata, although there is a federal labor 
law which prohibits employment of children 
upder 16 in commercial agriculture w h i l e 
schools age in session. Employment of children 
under 16 in howling alleys to set up pins, and 
especially at night, seems an objective of bills 
being pressed in some states including Iowa, 
Connecticut, and perhaps some others. 


California has a bill, AB 913, which author­ 


ises work permits to minors under 16 and over 


14 holding diplomas of giaduation from ele- 


mentary school with the permission of parent 


or guardian. Under present law the child must 


have a sworn statement that parent or guardian 


is incapacitated or that the family it in need 
of earnings of the minor. Such a permit is

limited to six months, a provision the new bill 
would delete. 
New York and Oregon h?ve proposals for 
exempting 
children 
for agricultural 
jobs. 
Delaware and New Mexico have proposals, how­ 
ever, for strengthening their child labor re­ 
strictions, as do several other bills in the Cali­ 
fornia legislature. 
There seems to be general nation-wide 
agreement that children up to 16 yean of age 
should not be allowed to work at gainful em­ 
ployment during hours when they should be in 
school. Zealots for the welfare of children over­ 
reach themselves sometimes when they try to 
prevent boys under 16 from working in non- 
school hours or on Saturdays for pay. 
It is one thing to save children from drudgery 
or harmful work (mental, moral or physical) 
at any time. It is another thing to discourage 
a normal sense of initiative, industry, pocket- 
money earning ami family assistance. Either of 
two extremes can be detrimental. 
There are plenty of boys of around 14 in 
Marin who perform odd or regular jobs outside 
of school hours, earning a little money and de­ 
veloping Character and responsibility. 
There are plenty of others who are loafing! 
or worse, when they should be wprking and at 
16 may have an enduring germ of a parasitic! 
ailment in their systems.

THIS START on the assembly

It does mean AEC scientists and 
Navy designers believe they have 
an atomic power plant which win 
propel a submarine probably fast­ 
er and certainly longer without 
refueling than any engine exist­ 
ing today. 


No one 
expects this 
nuclear 
power plant to operate flawlessly 
the first time the Nautilus puts 
to sea. It is still highly experi­ 
mental. It will have "bugs.” as 
any newly designed machinery 
does. 


But until the engineering force 
first gets up steam in a dockside 
test and the Nautilus lhakes her 
maiden voyage, the designers wont 
know all th e fine changes in de­ 
sign detail that must be made. 


THE POWER PLANT for the 
Nautilus Is built around a “ther­ 
mal" reactor, with a water cool­ 
ant for transfer of the atomically 
produced heat to steam turbines. 
Nuclear physicist* call the de­ 
vices “reactors** — which in lay­ 
man's language means furnaces. 


The first reactors were, and still 
are, used for producing refined 
fissionable material, including plu­ 
tonium, which goes into the manu­ 
facture of atomic bombs.

Waits 12 Years 


For Underpass 


Mrs. Meriam Stetson of 341 North 
San Pedro road, Santa Venetia, 
watched the opening of the new 
Santa Venetia underpass this week 
with s feeling of accomplishment. 
Almost 12 years ago, on May 3, 
1341, Mrs. Stetson saw the need for 
the project and wrote to Col John 
H. Skeggs of the California High­ 
way commission. The letter in­ 
cluded signatures of 27 residents and 
stated in part; 
“We, the undersigned, residents 
and or property owners on the San 
Pedro road and Santa Venetia dis­ 
trict, northeasterly from San Rafael, 
hereby petition you to construct a 
subway under the Lincoln Highway 
101, or in some other way provide a 
protected entrance for us to said 
highway. . . 
"Since this is a growing district 
with a federal housing project, and 
also part of a popular scenic drive 
around the bay and McNear’s Point 
no doubt you will see the necessity 
for protecting the many people who 
use this county road." 
In reply, Col. Skeggs wrote that 
he fully realized the need for an 
underpass but that limited funds did 
not permit immediate construction 
for all projects. 
“We do not know of apy funds 
available at present for undertaking 
a project of the magnitude you 
suggest, hut you may be assured 
that we will keep this matter In 
mind. . .• 
The underpass took 13 years to be 
started and completed but to Mrs. 
Stetson the wait was worthwhile. 
But she hopes her next project 
won’t take another doasen years. It’s 
sn attempt to get road signs marked 
“North San Pedro road*' fo r the 
Santa Venetia area. She claims the 
road has been so designated by the 
county planning commission but 
road signs have not appeared.

Earl WarrenAin advocating 
a $3.000,000,000 spending program to 
correct deficiencies in the state s 
14,000 miles, of highways, pointed to 
California's 5,600,000 registered mo­ 
tor vehicles, one out of every 10 ve­ 
hicles in the United States.

A person was injured in a motor 
vehicle accident every five minutes 
last year and highway deaths aver­ 
age a » in every 24 tours, War­ 
ren mid. He said vhe G00 deaths 
and 113,000 injuries during

compelled him to talk about the 
highway problem as “s life and 
death matter ” 
“Our motor vehicle registration 
has increased 1465,000 since 1847,” 
Warren said, “There are 41 states 
that don't have that many cars.”

Doctor Cautions New Polio 
Vaccine Needed In Research 
New York 
CHICAGO (U.P.) — A 
doctor, commenting in toe Ameri­ 
can Medical Association Journal on 
a new polio vaccine reported by Dr. 
Jonas E. Balk, »lied for its use 
only in controlled research and not 
for general public use at least until 
1855, if experiments verify its value. 
Dr. Thomas M. Rivers, director, 
Hospital of the Rockefeller Insti­ 
tute for Medical Research, said in 
m letter to toe editor of the Journal 
that in Balk’s own words, “while the 
results obtained in his studies ’can 
be regarded as encouraging, they 
should not be interpreted to indi­ 
cate that a practical vaccine is now 
at hand.* * 
Balk reported last* week that the 
vaccine showed promise of ability 
to prevent paralytic polio, but cau­ 
tioned that it was not ready t for 
widespread use. 
‘The temptation will be great to 


urge that the experimental vaccine 
studied by Dr. Balk be prepared 
for 
immediate 
widespread 
use,” 
wrote 
Rivers. “Such 
enthusiasm, 
however, should be tempered not 
only be toe realization of what 
we do know hut, perhaps even more, 
by what we do not know.”

WHAT TO DO 
IN THE GARDEN 
THIS WEEK 
More and more gardens in M a­ 
rin are using boxwood in the de­ 
sign. W hat about pruning these 
evergreens. Now is one of the good 
times. 
Trim boxwood only during the 
cool season of the year. Early April 
is right for a Spring trim, late 
Septem ber or early October in Fall. 
When you prune boxwood aim to 
trim the plants. Notice trim for 
th at is about all th at is required. 
All that is necessary is to trim 
off the top three or four inches. 
If you clip off 
the 
young 
tip 
growth, you’ll never get into the 
hard wood. Hard old wood takes 
a long time to spring out Into new 
growth, but young green wood a l­ 
ways breaks out willingly. 
Work on edging plants along the 
path, and on specimens 
either 
tubbed or growing in the open 
ground. 
Immediately after pruning Hive 
plants a good soaking. You may 
also give plants a top dress of 
peat and leaf mold. Cover the tiny 
feathery roots, and always keep 
H yy* roots hidden under this com­ 
post mixture. 
BROW N-LEAVED PLANTS can 
be given a dusting of soil sulphur 
applied at the ground level above 
the roots, not on the foliage. 
Clippings can be rooted easily. 
Select coarse gritty sand, wet it 
thoroughly, 
put 
your 
clippings 
well down in it and pack the sand 
firmly around them. Pack the sand 
tight, the tighter the happier they 
will be. Put your flat in the shade 
out in the garden. All summer the 
roots wUl knot 
and 
fringe out

Scientists Urge Soil Test 
To Prevent Wasted Effort

Llgistrum 
texanum, 
popularly 
known as wax leaf privet, is a 
handsome, erect shrub with clean 
polished dark green leaves shaped 
like those of a lilac. A much- 
branched evergreen bush, it grows 
to 12 feet or more though it can 
be kept to any desired height. 
In spring the bush bears grace­ 
ful waxy, sweetly fragrant flowers 
in profusion. The flowers are fol­ 
lowed 
by 
graceful 
clusters 
of 
black berrylike fruits. 
The plant makes an excellent 
specimen shrub used individually 
or as a border. It is also well 
adapted for a tall or medium 
height 
ornamental 
hedge. 
The 
natural form of the plant 
is 
pleasing and it can be clipped. 
INDIVIDUAL BUSHES can be 
clipped to a standard, like a tree 
rose, or sheared to a globe or 
pyramid shape. They can also be 
trained to espalier. Clipped plants 
look quite distinctive in large red­ 
wood tubs for patio use. Clipping 
should be done late in summer to 
induce new foliage. 
Wax leaf privet can also be 
clipped and trained to form a 
leafy canopy. For this the bushes 
are set quite close, the main stems 


clipped to a standard up to S feet 
or more. The effect will be that 
of a grove of slender-trunked 
trees topped by a roof of green, 
forming a leafy arbor. 
AS A DENSE SCREEN this 
variety of llgistrum can be used 
to special advantage. By thinning 
out the largest, oldest branches 
each year the plants can be kept 
at a desired height indefinitely. 
Because of the rapid growth of 
the plants, this treatm ent will 
keep them in graceful proportion. 
New growth will appear just be­ 
low the cut branch. 
The bush can be planted any 
time, though autumn and early 
winter 
months 
are 
considered 
ideal. 
If soil it heavy adobe, lighten 
with peat, sand oa bean straw. And 
use a spadeful of well-rotted cow 
manure mixed with the soil in 
the bottom of the hole. The 
plants grow well in either full sun 
or part shade.

Good soil is basic to the success 
of any garden. 
As you can’t tell how good soil 
is by looking at it, soil scientists 
urge chemical testing. 
Dr. Firman E. Bear, chairman 
of 
Rutgers’ 
s o l i 
department, 
points out that your test won’t 
help you much if you take your 
sample incorrectly. You need only 
simple equipment to take the 
sample—a spade, a clean bucket, 
a large piece of clean cloth and 
a pint container, such as an ice 
cream carton. 
First, says Dr. Bear, dig a hole 
to the depth at which the soil 
changes color. 
With your spade remove a thin 
slice of soil from the side of the 
hole. 
Place this slice of soU In your 
bucket. 
Take five of these samples from 
each plot of ground being sam­ 
pled. Dump the five samples you 
have collected onto the cloth. (A 
large sheet of strong, dean paper 
will do.) Mix the sample« Uu>r“ 
oughly by rolling them around. 
An Inexpensive soil testing kit 
gives results that are a c c u ra te 
enough for the hon&e gardner 


rr WILL HELP in the sou 
analysis if you include a note 
explaining what has been planted 
in the soil, whether the soil has 
had lime or fertiliser applied and 
how weU it is drained. You might 
aleo tell whether the ground from 


which the samples have been 
taken will be used for gardening 
or lawn. 
Your soil test report should help 
you apply the oorrect amount of 
lime and fertiliser. 
You probably know that a loam 
aoU is best for most gardens. This 
contains Just enough sand to keep 
the soil from becoming hard and 
baking. It does not dry out rapidly 
and readily holds moisture.

Use Climbing Roses 
For Vertical Effects 
In a small garden wherC space 
is limited for growing many bush 
roses the climbing varieties may 
be used to advantage. They are 
decorative and a fine source of cut 
flowers. 
They may be grown on hinged 
trellises against the walls of the 
house or to cover walla around the 
garden. An arbor over a paved 
terrace decorated with climbing 
roses will make a pleasant outdoor 
livit „ room. 
A number of the popular bush 
roses may be had as climbers. They 
are listed below: 
Heart’s Desire, a beautiful red 
rose with long, pointed buds, holds 
its color well. A rose with lovely 
red buds is Texas Centennial. Its 
flowers open to a rich pink with 
red shading. 
For a heavy crop of^ flowers in 
spring plant Picture, a m edium ­ 
sized rose, soft salm on-pink in 
coiur. Golden Rapture has golden- 
yellow flowers on sturdy steins. 
An interesting way to grow a 
yellow rose is to train It to grow 
up through the branches of the 
purple plum, Prunus pissardii The 
leaves of the plum tree make a 
delightful 
background 
for 
the 
blooms.

Small Fruits 
Are Tasty 
One of the m ost satisfying ways 
of getting the m ost from a sm all 
garden Is to grow the sm all fruits, 
Strawberries, 
raspberries, 
b l u e - 
berrles (where the soil is acid), 
and grapes. 
Table grapes are easy to grow 
and are delicious in their variety. 
They require little care, and in 
m any cases they wiU bear year 
after year w ithout any care a t all. 
For the best soil p lan t in a rich, 
medium loam, though they’ll grow 
in clay soil and sandy loam as 
well 
Two or three grape vines 
will give a supply for the whole 
family. 


The difference between straw ­ 
berries from a store and those a l­ 
lowed to ripen fully in your g ar­ 
den is about the sam e as in sweet 
corn. A couple of dozen plants can 
be grown in a sm all space. T hey’ll 
bear about a pint of berries per 
plant sometime« more, delect the 
ever-bearing plants, in order to 
get two crops a year. 


Everbearing, or tw o-crop-a-year 
raspberries have been developed, 
too. They are not a t all expensive 
and if you have space for a few 
plants by all m eans put them in. 
You’ll get a few berries the first 
year, m any more thereafter. Sm all 
fruits of all kinds are so easy to 
grow it is a wonder m ore families 
do not have them .

IT W AS ALM O ST 2,000 years 
years ago, upon the first day of 
the week, very early in the morn­ 
ing at the rising of the sun came 
M ary Magdalene, and Mary the

might anoint Him . Jesus is the 
resurrection and the life. 
One of the fundamentals of 
Christianity is the resurrection of 
Christ; without this fact, the whole 
fabric of our faith falls to the 
ground and there is no hope after 
death.

Easter is a convergence of three 
traditions. 
(1) Pagan: According to the 
venerable Bede, English historian 
of the early eighth century, the 
word is derived from the Norse 
Ostara or Eostre, meaning the fes­ 
tival of spring at the vernal equi­ 
nox, when nature is in resurrection 
after winter.

TH E APO CRYPHA gives many 
details of the resurrection: 
♦The earth shall give back that 
which has been laid away in it; 
She’ol shall give back that which 
it has received" 
(LI. 1). Jesus 
arose from the dead to fu lfill His 
prophecy. “ After three days I shall 
rise again.” They demanded 
a 
guard, lest the disciples might steal 
the body of the dead teacher and 
say: 
He is risen from the dead.” 
The tomb was closed with a rolling 


¿ t o n e ; the stone was sealed with 
the official seal. The women passed 
quickly through the silent street; 
while the people of Jerusalem were 
asleep; 
forgetting 
about 
Him 
whom they had crucified; 
not 
thinking any more of the body 
that Joseph had wrapped in white 
linen and laid in the sepulchre; 
not thinking any more of Him. 


W H Y SHO ULD IT be thought 


a thing incredible with you that 
God should raise the dead? “ En­ 
tering into the tomb they found 
not the body as they expected” ; 
but “ they saw a young man (an 
angel) sitting at the right side, 
arrayed in a white robe.” Calm ­ 
ing their affrighted spirit, the an­ 
gel declared for the first time, “He

is risen; He is not here.” 
That first Lord's day has a deep 
meaning in the hearts of the 
Christian today; to that resurrec­ 
tion we turn as to the signal Inci­ 
dent in the life of the world's Re­ 
deemer—the central fact in all 
human history. 


The Church has never shrunk 
from the alternative; for the res­ 
urrection of Christ is the crucial 
test of the world’s redemption. 
The resurrection of Christ is 
the firm ground of human hope; 
back to this event the eyes of the 
believer have turned to see the as­ 
suring sign. Our friends lie still 
in the grave; but the Church has 
never since that early morning 
looked to a Christ in a tomb. The 
brightest aspect of human life is 
seen in the resurrection of Christ; 
it throws an altogether new light 
upon all history. 
A C CEPTIN G TH E FACT of our 
Lord's resurrection, not only as 
proven by the credible, and evi­ 
dence of trustworthy men, but cm 
the ground that this fact alone w ill 
rationally account for the victory 
of the Christian faith over all na­ 
tions and conditions, we do not 
wonder at its prominence in New 
Testament teaching.

There »re twenty candles on 
the Marin Music Chest’s birthday 
cake this year.

This was the pic­ 
ture, 20 years ago in Marin when 
a corps of volunteer workers can­ 
vassed the length and breadth of 
the eounty offering the people an 
opportunity to hear the “greatest 
music of concert and operatic 
stage, together with the greatest 
symphony orchestras and ballets, 
for the lowest possible admission 
price I 


MARIN MUSIC CHEST Is a 
perfect example of community 
spirit, and has been directly re­ 
sponsible for bringing about a 
new era of cultural and civic pro­ 
gress for the county. 
The population of Marin has 
grown from 40,000 to wel* over 
100,000, and for those who are 
new residents, in answer to the 
question “What 
is the Marin 
Music Chest?” we are very proud 
to say: 
That it is a non-profit organi­ 
sation founded by Mrs. Powers 
Symington, 
a 
former 
operatic 


star who presented this fantastic 
idea of bringing the great artist 
of concert and operatic stage to 
the people for the lowest possible 
admission price, to the impresar­ 
ios of Ban Francisco many years 
ago, and they turned thumbs 
down, stating it was very “im­ 
practical’’ and could not be done! 
Bo, her dream became a reality 
when an enthusiastic group of 
women volunteered their services 
to start a “music chest.” 


* To many, far more important 
than presenting these great artists 
like Helen Traubel, Eaio Pinza, 
and others of equal caliber, is the 
awarding of scholarships to out­ 
standing young Marin county mu­ 
sicians, as five per cent of all 
money subscribed to the summer 
concert series is placed in a 
scholarship fund; the balance is 
used for artists fees. 


Tor the first few years, concerts 
were held indoors, and then Do­ 
minican Convent very generously 
offered to build an outdoor stage 
for the Music Chest in beautiful 
Forcbt Meadows, located on the 
college grounds in San Rafael. 
Several possible sites were con­ 
sidered in the Meadows before 
the present one was selected.

Jesus Rose From 
Dead With Blessings

Spring is not only the time at 
the return of the birds and flow­ 
er.'», but the time when our Lord 
rose from the dead to bless the 
world with joy and thanksgiving. 
Each of the four disciples whose 
books appear in the New Testa­ 
ment wrote a little different ac­ 
count of this Easter morning when 
the tomb was found empty and the 
risen Lord appeared. 
This is natural enough. We all 
know how different are the ac­ 
counts of the same story told by 
two different persons. In our les­ 
son we follow Matthew*» narra­ 
tive. 
THE CHAPTER BEGINS; 
“to 
the end of the sabbath, as it be- 
ban to dawn toward the first of 
the week, came Mary Magdalene 
and the other Mary to see the 
sepulchre. 
‘ And, behold, there was a great 
earthquake; for the angel of the 
Lord descended from heaven, and 
came and rolled back the stone 
from the door, and sat upon i t 
“HIS COUNTENANCE waa like 
lightning, and his raiment white 
as snow: And for fear of him the 
keepers did shake, and became as 
dead men/* 
Fear n o t” were the first words 
the women heard as they looked 
fearfully at the angel. “Fear not 
ye, for I know that ye seek Jesus 
which was crucified. He is not 
here: for He is risen, as He said. 
Come, see 
the place where the 
Lead lay. 
“AND GO QUICKLY, and teli 
His disciples that He is risen from 
the dead; and, behold, He gaps 
before you Into Galilee; there shall 
ye see Him; io, I have told you.” 
Quickly, 
the women left 
the 


tomb to acquaint the disciples with 
the glorious news. They departed 
“with fear and great joy." 
They did not reach their goal, 
however, before the 
risen 
Lord 
Himself stood before them, say­ 
ing, “AH hall!” The women wor­ 
shipped Him, and Jesus told them: 
“Be not afraid: go tell My breth­ 
ren that they go Into G»U!ee, and 
there shall they see Me." 
While the women were on their 
way to the disciples, the watch­ 
men, probably 
frightened 
that 
they might be though guUty of 
carelessness or worse, went to the 
assembled members of the San- 
hedrin and told what had hap­ 
pened. 
How appropriate were the Lord’s 
words, when in righteous wrath 
He had called these so-called re­ 
ligious leaders 
“hypocrites” 
and 
“whited sepulchres." After taking 
counsel together, they gave the 
soldiers large amounts of money, 
and instructed them to tell every­ 
where that the disciples had come 
by night and stolen the Lord'« 
body as they slept. 
“IF THIS COME TO tit* gov­ 
ernor's ears," they said, "we will 
persuade him, and secure you." 
We can presume that the soldiers 
were glad that instead of being 
punished for sleeping on the job, 
they were given money to spread 
a lie, even if in their hearts they 
knew it for what it was. 
The eleven disciples 
went 
to 
Galilee, into a 
mountain 
where 
Jesus and the angel had directed 
them. 
Then they saw Him, and wor­ 
shipped Him; but some doubted, 
even then. 
"And Jesus came and spake unto

A year ago next Tuesday, an 
experiment in community coopera­ 
tion was started in southern Marin. 
Four organizations of Tiburon and 
Belvedere launched a joint enter­ 
prise, the Village Salvage shop. 


It was a cooperative venture all 
the way. with the four groups 
sharing the work and dividing the 
profits equally. 
And it has been successful be­ 
yond the highest hopes of the 
founders. 
During its first year the shop 
has done very nearly a $5,000 busi­ 
ness and paid each organization 
dividends totaling $1,010.

THE VILLAGE SALVAGE shop 
in Tiburon is indeed a very profit­ 
able business and yields a steady 
monthly income to St. Stephen’s 
guild, St. Hilary’s Women’s club, 
Heed Mothers’ club and Southern 
Marin Recreation center. 
To celebrate the first anniver­ 
sary, there will be open house at 
the shop Tuesday from 2 to 4. 
Punch and cookies will be served 
to visitors. 
Beyond the monthly checks to 
the four participating groups, the 
shop yields other dividends. It 
proves, for instance, that people 
and organization* CAN work to­ 
gether harmoniously for their mu­ 
tual benefit, which is a very sat­ 
isfying, heart-warming thought in 
these days of international mis­ 
trust. 
“This ts an ‘ism’ that we like— 
communityism,” 
commented 
the 
Pelican, local newspaper. Some 
use even more impressive terms 
like “Christian fellowship’’ and 
“brotherhood of man.” 
As for those monthly checks, 
they’re being shared by the entire 
community also, because the mem­ 
bership rolls and work of the four 
organizations reach into virtually 
every home of the area. 
Besides helping to buy land for 
two new churches, Protestant and 
Catholic, the money benefits the 
schools and the recreational needs 
of the area. 


ST. STEPHEN’S guild places the 
money in a special account to 
make payments on the church 
property at Golden Gate and Bay- 
view avenues, Belvedere, where the 
parish expects to build within the 
next year or two. 


St Hilary's checks are applied 
on the church land near Haw­ 
thorne terrace, a mile and a half 
from Tiburon and Belvedere, where 
a new St, Hilary's church will be 
under construction shortly. 


THE RECREATION C E N T E R 
uses its share for children of the 
community, and so far has bought 
$530 worth of playground equip­ 
ment. 


Reed Mothers club, the local 
equivalent of PTA# has purchased 


two special school phonographs for 
$160, put aside $260 toward land­ 
scaping the new Reed school, and 
placed the rest in it* aid-to-the- 
district fund. From this fund have 
come such things as a special en­ 
cyclopedia for the upper grades 
and a children’s concert series. 
The shop as a community proj­ 
ect was proposed by Mrs. Robert 
Bastian, finance chairman for St. 
Stephen s guild. 
Members of St. Hilary’s Wo­ 
men’s club, then newly organized, 
voted enthusiastically to cooperate. 
The mothers club and recreation 
center followed. 
An ideal location was found on 
the road between Tiburon and 
Belvedere, where Johnny Meenan 
rented the upper floor of his cot­ 
tage. A very cooperative landlord, 
he has promised to build an addi­ 
tional room at the back for sorting 
and marking. 


POLICY-MAKING group Is a 
governing board of two members 
from each of the four organiza­ 
tions. 
Each 
organization 
takes 
turns staffing, a week at a time. 
The shop is open from 10*4 daily 
except Sunday. Since each day re­ 
quires a staff of four, a hundred 
women work at the shop every 
month. 
A few men have a part in this 
enterprise, too. Retired business­ 
men build shelves when needed 
and are in charge of pricing men’* 
clothing. Other willing hands do 
electrical repairs for the shop. It’s 
because of these men that the 
radios, irons, toasters and other 
gadgets work. 


BESIDES 
THE 
BASIC mer­ 
chandise of “white elephants” that 
sell for a few cents to a dollar or 
more, the shop ha* handled fine 
china, sterling silver, glassware, 
handmade pottery, imported items, 
a first edition or two, and of 
course antique*. 
The shop is a regular visiting 
place for people Booking for good 
clothing to send overseas. The 
shop itself contributed more than 
two hundred pounds of clothing 
to the recent Korean drive staged 
by AAUW and ,the American 
Friends Service committee.
